THE RUSSIAN ADVANCE. 
NO SIGNS OF STOPPING SHORT OF CONSTAN- 
| TINOPLE. 

[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. | 

Lonpon, Jan, 23—6. a. m.—Everything 
points to a Russian advance on Constanti- 
nople unless the Turkish Envoys yield every 
point of the Russian demands. No definite 
information has yet been obtained from 
them, and all previous pretended announce- 
ments of their action are now acknowledged 

THE GREATEST EXCITEMENT AND DISORDER 
prevails in Constantinople, where fears of 
foreign massacre are loudly hinted. A 
Russian occupatiop of Constantinople is 
now looked upon as more than probable, 


here as might have been expected. 

QUEEN VICTORIA'S PERSONAL LETTER , | 
to the Czar was read to the House of Com- 
mons last night, being merely a formal 
expression of a hope that the Czar 
would accelerate the negotiations for an 
armistice which may lead to an hon- 
orable peace: By many this note is 
regarded as equivalent to saying that, if 
negotiations be not hastened, the Queen's 
Government will consider that one of the 
unexpected occnrrences referred to in her 
speech at the qpening of Parliament has ar- 
rived, and that a decisive step towards inter- 
ference will be at once taken. 

THE GOVERNMENT REFUSED TO STATF. 
what was the Ozar’s reply to the Queen's let- 
ter, but it may be given out to-day. Cabi- 
net meetings are held daily, and every one 
looks for the most important action shortly. 

GEN. GOURKO

killed, 3,000 prisoners, and fifty guns.

Killed and 8,000 prisoners. Forty-nine guns 
were also captured.

PEACE POINTS. 
KUSSIA’S INTENTIONS. 

Loxpon, Jan. 23—5 a. m.—A Berlin corre- 
spondent says: According to the latest ra- 
mors the Turkish peace delegates, it is expecied, 
will refer the less acceptable points of the Kus- 
sian conditions to Constantinople. In this 
case the Russians will advance. Austria 
seems to be confidentially informed of the 
Russian determination to advance in the direc- 
tion of Constantinople if their terms of peace 
are not immediately accepted. Austria has 
waived her objections to the Russian occupa- 
tion of Constantinople. Shoujd the Russian 
intention be carried out, it is supposed that the 
Russian peace negotiators will subsequently 
demand the conversion of Constantivople into 
a sort of neutral commonwealth.”’ 

The same correspondent says in an carlier 
telegram: ** There is reason to assume that the 
Porte will communicate the Russian conditions 
to European Powers, threatcning to accept any- 
thing if left without support.”’ 

IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 

A correspondent at Vienna telegraphs: * Ad- 
vices from Constantinople show that a general 
panic prevails there, and the excitement bourly 
increasing. It is believed that the guaranteeing 
Powers wil) send ships to protect their subjects. 

THE NEW INSTRUCTIONS

ADRIANOPLE. 
DESCRIPTION OF THE CITY AT WHICH THE 
ARMISTICE NEGOTIATIONS ARB TO BE HELD. 
Adrianople is situated at the confluence of the 
Tundija, the Maritza, and the Arda, and is about 
135 miles from Constantinople. Its popuiation 
has been variously estimated at from 80,000 to 
140,000 inhabitants. According to the most 
trustworthy accounts about half of these are 
Turks, 30,000 Bulgarians and Creeks, and 
the remainder Jews and Armenians. Adri- 
anople was taken by the Turks from the 
Greek Emperors in 1362, and was made the 
Capital of the Turkish Empire, remaining so 
until Constantinople was seized in 1453. it is 
at present virtually an open town. The old 
part is surrounded by a wall and contains a 
citadel. but these are now useless as defenses. 
Recently more modern works have Deen con- 
structed by the Turks, but these are onlv of 
field or at most of a provisional type. In the 
vpinion of Von Moltke, the hollow roads, 
ditches, and garden walls without the town 
afford great facilities for its defense, and the 
approaches may be covered by troops drawn up 


so as to rest upon the rivers, but 
only in corps of not less than 380,000 or 
40,000 men. The town is, however, over- 


looked by heights on every side, and, conse- 
quently ic would be hardly possible to hold it 
against an army provided with modern artillery. 
The first view of Adrianople is described by Von 
Moltke is being wonderfuily beautiful, the white 
minarets and the lead-rvofed cupolas of the 
mosques, baths, and caravauscrais rising in 
countless numbers above the endless mass of 
flax roofs and the broad tops of the plane trees. 

e country around is also exccediugly lovely. 
From the valleys of the rivers hills rise up 
gently, but to a considerable height, covered 
with vineyards and orchards; and as far as the 
eye cap reach it secs nothing but fertile fields, 
groves of fruit-trees, ana flourishing villages. 
Within, however, the streets are narrow and ir- 
regular, the shelving roofs of many of the 
houses projecting so as to meet those on the 
opposite side of the way.

ITS PROPOSED TRANSFER TO THE BLACK SEA. 
London Morning Adrertiser. 

We understand, on the best authority, that 
the question is under discussion at St. Peters- 
burg of transferring the naval power of Russia 
from the Northern seas to Nicolaiefl, Sctasto- 
pol, or some other portin the south. For some 
years past the authorities have fully recognized 
the difficulty of maintaining an efficient jron- 
clad fleet at Cronstadt, which, for six months 
out of the twelve, is surrounded by ice, and 
they have only waited for the ripening’ of the 
Eastern question to give the project serious 
consideration. The time is now felt to have 
come when the opening of the Dardanelles to 
the squadrons of Russia may be looked upon as 
a certa‘nty, and two points will in consequence 
be brought under immediate discussion.— 
the first as to the selection of the 
harbor iu the Black Seca, and the second as to 
the extent that Cronstadt shall be dismantled 
of its present exclusive naval power.

THE NORTIIWESTERN TRIBES. 
San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 22.—A Victoria 
(B. C.) dispatch says the steamer California has 
arrived from Wrangel and Sitka. 
The people of Sitka are in fear from the want 
of protection from the Government. The Sitka 
and Hutzinu Indians were at war when the 
steamer arrived, and ceased hostilities while she 
lay there, but commenced again as soon as she 
left. Large numbers were seen assembling in 
war-paint, and the Indians are destroying many 
Government and other buildings which are 
empty, and the people are not strong enough 
to prevent it. 
The quartz lodes at Sitka prospect well, but 
as yet there has been no bona fide effort to de- 
velop them. 
Mr. Dennis, United States Custom-House 
officer at Wrangel, haa made a raid on the 
Hootzmoo whisky-makers,—both Indians and 
white men. He discovered and destroyed twen- 
ty-one stills, some with whisky, and much ma- 
terial for making it. 
A Portland (Ore.) dispatch says: Henry 
Payne, who had charge of the infantry pack- 
train during the late Nez Perces eampa gu, 
arrived yesterday from Dayton, W. T., wich the 
news that a rumor had reached that place of 
an Indian outbreak under Chief Muses.

THE INVESTIGATIONS. 
THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 
Svectal Dispatch to The Uhicage Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 22.—The investiga- 
tion by Mr. Willis, Chairman of the Committee 
on Naval Expenditures, promises to be very 
searching. He has catled upon the Secretary of 
the Navy for a detailed statement of the 
amount of money expended by all the bureaus, 
and the contracts awarded at the close of the 
last Administration. The report of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering shows that contracts for 
more than $3,000,000 were entered into 
in the closing days of the last 
Administration. The contractors, one of the 
most prominent of whom is the South Boston 
Iron Company, were assured that there was 
sufficient money to bay them. This was the 
truth when the contracts were made, but the 
money was subsequently used for other pur- 
poses. If these contracts had not been sus- 
vended by.the Secretary of the Treasury, the 
present Administrat'‘on would have been in- 
volved in serious trouble. 

INTERESTING CORRESPONDENCE.

on piunder, and have eported with and preyed on 
the freedom, the fortunes, and happiness of over 
forty millions of peopie who, while this profuse 
expenditure of their hard carnings and this habit- 
ual violation of their rights have accrued, have 
— poorer and poorer, till this misrule has 

ought wide misfortune and distress. No one 
man, not one ect of men, is responsible for 
this mass of evils or their fruft« The 
vast extension of powers of the Government dur- 
ing the late period of Civil War and disorder has 
thrown on the executive heads such great aud 
multifarious responsibilities that it is Impractic- 
able for the head of any Department to know much 
ot which his eubordinates do, and the heads of 
bureaus, and even of divisions in many cases, are 
necessarily ignorant of the real natare and effect 
of the acts of their subordinates. Opportunities 
for irresponsible wrong-doing are hence so large 
and so many that those who scek to misuse them 
have for years contrived to get possession of such 
opportanities, and have long banded together with 
the advantages of official exverience and intimate 
knowledge of official affairs to secure themselves 
secrecy andimmunity. Among the methods re- 


sorted to for this purpose are the wutila- 
tion, alteration, coucealment, withhold- 
ing, and destruction of books. ra, and

documents of record, and intimidation of wit- 
nesses. The latter method of insuring secrecy for 
corrupt and oppressive practices haa become habit- 
ual, and goes to an unspceakably cruel and infamous 
extreme, while its 2 is remarkable. It is 
a fact that men walk the streets of Washington to- 
day whose families and selves are in danger of 
hunger and homelessness through the persecution 
which they have suffered for telling the truth. 
while many others bear in their minds the knowl- 
eoge of wrong whereof they are innocent, but 
which, seeing the fate of those who have been 
brave, dare not tell. 
Believing that you are anxious to end this terri- 
ble state of things, for which you are not responsi- 
ble, and that You appreciate necessity for Con- 
pee investigation and ascertaininent of facts 
efore remedies, legisiative or adminisirative, cau 
be applied or even shown, I would call your atten- 
tion to the resolution introduced by me and passed 
by the House of Representatives on the 11th just. 
directing the needful investigations which were 
rovided for under the Presidency of Madison, but 
or many years negiocted, tillof late begun, shall 
goon. Behering aleo that vou are desirous to 
stop, and, aa far as practicable redress, outrages, 
whereby honest men ard women are prevented 
from telling the truth about misdeeds by persons 
connected with the Government, I transmit 
berewitt the resolution adopted by the Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in the Treasury 
Department, and respectfully aek that you

THE WHISKY TAX. 

The chief feature of the House proceedings 
vas the incidenta! discussion of the proposed 
seduction of the whisky tax, which arose upon 
the bill reported unanimously, with one excep- 
tion, from the Ways and Means Committee, 
providing that the time fof keeping distilled 
spirits in bonded warehouses be extended until 
June 30 next.

VIEWS OF A LEADING SOUTHERN MAN ON TIE 
SUBJECT OF THUR PROPOSED BAILROaD. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasnineoron, D. C., Jan. 18.—The gentleman 
who recently; in an interview in Tug Trisuns, 
stated in advance the opposition of some of the 
Southern people both to the Money bill and to 
the Scott Texas-Pacitic bill, thinks that the 
people in the Northwest are being misled by 
what he calls the tallacies of that bill.

The Vice-President laid betore the Senate a com- 
munication fromthe Secretary of War in regard to 
reimbursing the State of Texas for expenses in- 
curred by said State in repelling invasions by In- 
dians and Mexicans. Referred. ; 

On motion of Mr. Conkling, it was ordered that 
the papers now on the files oi the Senate relallug 
the case of Maj. Runkle be taken from the files and 
referred to the Committee on Judiciary. 

At-the expiration of ‘the morning hour the statue 
of William King, contributed by Maine to the Na- 
tional Statuary Hail, was accepted, and Messrs, 
Hamlin and Blaine made addresses. 

Mr. Blaine alladed to the remarks of his ~ool- 
league as to William King having been chosen dy 
Maine for the distinguished honor of her urst rep- 
resentative in the national gallery, because first of 
sil he was influential in erecting the district of 
Maine into a free and independent State, 
and said the connection of the district 
with Massachusetts had become excecdingly 
distastelul, I might say intolerable, to the 
majority of our people, and a sentiment 
amounting well nigh to rancor and hatred could be 
satisfied with nothing less than separation. This 
disiike, which was mutual, and had been growing 
for years, was strongly inflamed by the war of 
1812, and resulted in poiltical differences. Massa- 
chusetts was deeply hostile to the war, and did afl 
in her power to embarrass its prosecution. Maine 
stood firmly by the Administration of Madison, in 
npholding the honor of the flag. The majority of 
her le regarded the attitude of Massacausetts 
towafl the General Government during that strug- 
fle as thoroughly unpatriotic if not treasonable. 

‘articipancy in the Hartford Convention, or any 
kympathy with its procecdings or its aims, was 
political death, and well-nigh social ostracism, to 
any nan in Maine. The contrary spirit prevailed 
in Massachusetts, and the venerable William 
Widgery, who represented the Maine district n 
Congress, and voted*for the declaration of the war 
against Great Britain, was seriously threatened 
with mob-violence as lhe passed through Massachu- 
setts on his way homeward, 

Mr. Blaine continued at some length in a similar 
strain, and concluded as follows: Throngh all 
these trying and troublous scenes, in which it was 
necessary to control the pubiic sentiment of the 
two peoples, it is difficult to state, it is quite im: 
possible to overstate, 
dress, the force, in one word, leadership of 
William Kine. Maine followed him with implicit 
faith, and Massachusetts came, finally, to dread 
him, after she had tong hated him. Influencing 
the two populations with equal skill, governing 
one through love, the other through fear, ne be- 
came tinally the complete master of the situation, 
and attained the end for which he had tabored for 
so many years with patient fidelity, with com- 
wanding ability, with consummate tact. 

Mr. Dawea said: 

Mr. Prestpent: Before the Senate passes the 
resolution, it is possible that some words from 
Massachusetts may be pardoned. I know that it 
js an intrusion to undertake to ask the attention of 
the Senate outside of the arrangements of Senators 
from Maine npon this interesting occasion; but 1 
do feel that it is not only proper, but that it is my 
duty, poorly as I way be able to discharge that 
duty, to express, in the name of Massachusetts. 
my great regret that the eminent virtues and dis- 
tinguished caaracter of the first Governor of Maine 
could not have been spread on the records of the 
Senate, and the evidences of that character and the 
estimation in which he was heid by all who knew 
him, gathered as well fram the records of Massa- 
chusectts as from those of Maine, Presented here 
without attempting to rake up the embers 
of an already expired and buried polit- 
ical animosity that Massachusetts as weil 
as Maine regrets, and that Massachnectts 
has done quite as much as Maine to obiiterate. I 
would notabate one jot of ali that has been said 
by the Senator from Maine in respect tp the dis- 
tincnished first Governor of that State, ofice a citi- 
zen of my own State; but l regret that to-day there 
can be found in Maine any one who cannot read the 
history of tne times in which he performed so pruiig 
inent apart, except through the prejudice, and 
bitterness, and injustice of party animositices tust 
distinguished those days, out have long since 
passed away. Without desiring to mar the beauty 
and character of such am occasion as this, | fee! 
that it ie my duty to protest, in the name of the 
State I represent nere, against the impression that 
what has been said in reference to her this cay is 
the true history of her connection or her relations 
with aud her treatment of the Colony of Maine or 
the dratinguished men in taat Colony who wrougat 
out in the end ber independence as a State. 

Mr. Hoar said: 

Mr. Pres:pent: I have hesitated upon the 
question whether the requirements of good taste 
would be best satisfied by remainingsilent or oy 
speaking at this time. I certainly agree with the 
eulomies which the Senators from tha State of 
Maine have utteredin regardto the distinguished 
public character wnhvee staiue she has siood tn the 
old halt of the Houseof Revresentativea. Mr. res- 
dent. the State of Massachusetts does not desire to 
wepe ont her history from the anna!'s of the Amet- 
ican veupie, or to screen ‘any portion of it from 
the judgment or knowledge of mankind. Like 
other generous and heroic natives, great in virtue. 
great in courage, great in the largest benefactions 
to human the is great enough 
to faults and her 
known, ackuowiedge them. 
true that there are some things in 
uiterances of some of her Faders during the war 
of 1512 which she regrets to-day, and which 
should be.regretied. What State in the Union 
would not like to wipe out something of their his- 
tory’ Iregret that the Senator from Maine should 
have been so disturbed by tome recent—— 

Mr. blaine—I do not understand either of the 
Senators from Massachusetts to dispute the exact 
and literal truth of the statements I felt called 
upon to make in reciting briefly the history of 
Gov. King. 

Mr. Pawes—TIJ stated that I did. 

Mr. IMaine—I thought that the Senator said he 
did not want them now revived. 

Mr. Dawes—-I stated that doubtless the Senator 
from Maine cowld pick out, or gather out, from the 
history of the ™lations between Massachusetts and 
Maine isolated instances apd isolated extracts such 
as he seemed to have so much more of a taste for 
thau that which so abounded in all their history of 
generous and high-toned fellowship. 

Mr. Biaine—Then I have merely to sav. Mr. 
President, that every statement, every quotation, 
every fact, every incident in relation to Gov. King 
which I have stated is upon Massachusetts authori- 
ty. and to have given anything like a sketch of 
Gov. Kine’s life without giving his conflict with 
Massachusetts touciing the separation of Maine 
and ber erection into a separate State, would have 
been to write the life of Abraham Lincoln withont 
mentioning the great Rebellion which, as resident 
of the United States, he was so largely tustrunient- 
alin suppressing. I do not know that I desire to 
have the least controversy upon a point of this 
kind upon an occasion such as thie, but I thought 
it came with rather ili-grace from the Senator 
from Massachnactts (floar) to taunt me with try- 
ing to ingratiate myself with a certain class of Sen- 
ators when he has himself been the great apostle 
of modern reconciliation, hankering for an 
embrace, representing the idea of certain political 
power elsewhere, that every possible thing should 
be done to solicit favor in that direction. I have 
not myself been classed exactly in that line, and I 
do not think Iam the one who would step very far 
forward to create smiles on their faces. Maine 
did not make an unpatriotic record. If Massacha- 
setts made it, its uot the fault of the historian or 
speaker whorecallis it. 

Mr. Dawes—Will the Senator tell us when Massa- 
chusetts. asa State, ever made an unpatriotic 
record, eitherin the war of 1812 or in the older 
warof the Revolution, or in any war which has 
followed it? There have been individuals in Maasa- 
chmetts, so there have deen in Maine, who have 
not been patriots, but if Massachusetts ever made 
an unpatriotic record the Senator from Maine, when 
he charges it, should tell ns when and where. 

Mr. Biaine-—I will tell you; I wiil tell you now 
and here. Massachusetts refused to pass, and ta- 
bled, a resolution thanking one of her own naval 
officers for a victory because it was gained in an 
unjust war She refueed to thank the admirable 
and gallant Commander of the Hornet for captur- 
ing tne British man-of-war Peacock. ‘That stands 
in your own legislative journals, if you want the 
record. I can give yon more and graver instances 
until the sun sets. and for a Senator from Massa- 
chusetts to rise here and pretend that his State cid 
not bristle all over with unpatriotic records going 
clear up to the verge of treason, and in tue opinion 
of some patriots of that day stepping one point 
beyond, itis a degree of bravery which it would 
have been well to have shon in war, and not re- 
served to this day. [Great laughter, and a voice 
on the Democratic side, This is rich!“ 

Mr. Dawes—The extent of the offense which the 
Senator from Maine can bring against Massa- 
chusetts in the war of 1812 was that she lacked the 
disposition publicly to return thanks. 

r. Blaine—No; stop right there one moment. 
Massachusetts refused to let her soldiers march 
beyond the voundaries of herown State, and re- 
fused pointedly to the General Government to 
respond to a call for her troops. 

r. Dawes defended his State. and said Massa- 
chusetis was opposed to the war of 1812. Her 
position then she is not ashamed of, and she does 
not ancertagce to belie history; but, sir, with ex- 
ceptions here and there, like every other State in 
this 4 under like elrcumstances, she was trae 
to tae Union, and her gallant soldiers and sailors 
laid down thetrlivesin her defense. Sir, it was. 
not the war of 181% that troudled tue Senator from 
Maine in his eulogy upon William King. 
that was not it. ere was another trouble, a 
it was @ trouble which the Senator from Maine

ought to have forgotten. It was the feeling de- 
tween distinguished men in Maine and n- 
— men in Massachusetts, growing out of a 

iscussion for years of the question of separation, 
that bred ill-nature, and injustice, and intem- 
perate speech, and it was the last thing that Mas- 


sachusetts expected when the Senators from Maine 


were to present the statue of her first Governor, 
who, when he was a part of Massachusetts, was 
honored and esteemed quite as much by her people 
as by those of Maine. It was the last thing that 
Massacnusetts expected on such an occasion. that 
the barden of presentation on the part of the 
Senator from Maine (Blaine) should be the raking 
up of all that intemperate speech, and quite as 
much will Massachusetts be surprised, and Maine 
be surprised, that he attempts to justify it by 
nolding up the course of Massachusetts in the last 
war with Great Britain. 

Mr. Blaine discussed the relations between 
Maine and Massachusetts regarding the European 
& North American Railway, and then referred to 
the Ashburton treaty of 1842, saying Maine was 
regarded as the victim of that treaty. He cop- 
tinued: I say to the Senator from Massachu- 
wetis, as I say to the whole country, that if the 
Ashburton treaty were to be tried over aguin it 
would never go through the Senate of the United 
States, Never. It would never be assented to by 
the State of Maine, cxcept under a compulsion 
that was moral at that time, and which would have 
to be physical if tried again, so that we owe to 
Massachusetts at that day a loss of our territory 
and a feduction of our prestige and power which 
nothing ever since has made up fe as in any form, 
except that most generous conditional gitt of an 
almost hopeless claim, a railroad Maine might 
have if we could beg it through Congress. 
{Laughter. ] 

Mr. Hoar—The Senator from Maine saw fit to al- 
lude to me as a person prepared to do every pos#i- 
ble thing, to use his phrase, to bring about a recon- 
ciliation between two sections of this country that 
have heretofore been in conflict. The Senator do 
Ine great injustice. There are a great many thi 
i never have proposed to do, even for that most 
desirable consummation. I never have proposed 
anywhere to abandon or forego the exercise of asin- 
gie constitutional authority forthe protection of an 
man’s rights under the Constitution of this coun- 
try. It is true that after eight years of the Admin- 
istration of President Grant, during most of which 
one party had had a two-thirds majority in each 
branch of Congress, after the Ka-Kiux legislation 
intended to protect the homestead of the poor had 
made Its way through the House of Representatives 
against the plottings from the Speaker's chair 

Mr. Blaine— What date does the Senator refer tw? 

Mr. Hoar—Irefer tothe Ku-Klux_ legislation of 
the year 1871, when the Senate held us against a 
dozen resolutions of adjournment, and finally a 
message irom President Grant compelled the pas- 
sage of the Ku-Klux legislation. 

r. Blaine—I have no very distinct recollection 
except that the Senator from Massachusetts, then 
a Representative in the House, kept in verv close 
and confidential intercourse with me inevery step 
of the whole proceedings in regard to it. I re- 
mem ber— 

Mr. Hoar—Not in any step of that kind, and my 
votes and speeches show the position that 1 took. 
Ihave not thought it expedient when ail the 
States but one or two had passed from the control 
of the Republican party to continue mere empty 
and impotent menace in the interest of any per- 
sonal ambition or candidacies for high office. 

Mr. Presicent, there is another possible thin 
which I should not be ready to ao to accomplis 
any political end, however desirable, and that is 
to have made such a speech, appealing to such 
sentiments and to such passions, as the Senator 
from Maine took occasion to make upon this 
floor in presenting the statue of its honored citi- 
zen. He knew that the applause, and smiles, and 
the acquiescence which he was to obtain from his 
attack on Museachusetts he was to get from men 
who dislike her, not in consequence of any want 
of patriotism in the war of 1812, but in conse- 
quence of her recent loyalty and service to free- 
dom, to the human race on the one side and tae 
honest, pure administration of this Government 
on the other. Now, for the sake of bringing 
about any political consummation, I should not 
feel prepared to do a thing like that. 

‘The Vice-President—The question is, will the 
Senate agrce to the resolution? 

Mr. Blaine—One word simply. 
ator from Massachusetts (Dawes) spoke of the 
great surprise he felt at my remarks. I took océa- 
sion yesterday to notify both the Senators that in 
the presentation of Gov. King's statue to-day 1 
should feel compelled to narrate those portions of 
his history which brought him in conflict with 
Massachusetts, and to speak my mind plaimly in 
regard thereto. I aid not desire to take the gentle- 
men in the least by surprise, and I gave them full 
notice. 

Mr. Dawes—It is due to the Senator from Maine 
to say that he eerved euch notice as that on both 
Senators from Massachusetts, but we did not dream 
that the Senator from Maine was capable on an 
occasion like this of falling into tlre line of 
remark which he did pursue. He 
soucht the records of Massachusetts most diligent- 
ly to find what there was possible in ihe treatment 
of Maine or the distinguished person in question to 
justify any allusion to Massachusetts otherwise 
than in a feeling which Massachusetts ever attrib- 
utes4o her daughter, and therefore it was that lI 
expressed-the mest sincere surprise at the time. 
and the temper and character of the address deliv- 
ered to-day, notwithstanding the Senator had told 
me that he would make some allusion to Massachu- 
setts. 

The resolutions offered by Mr. Hamlin accepting 
the statue were then agreed to, and the Senmte 
went into executive session. When the doors re- 
opened, adjourned.

IOWA. 
THE SENATE. 

Drs Mores, la., Jan. 22.—The General As- 
sembly reconvened to-day. A large number of 
bills and resolutions were introduced in both 
Houses, several of an important nature. 

Bills were introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
Bristow to provide for a commission to investi- 
gate the diseases of swine; by Mr. Foster, to 
authorize City Councils in cities, towns, 
and incorporated cities to levy a tax of 
one mill on the dollar for the sup- 
port of a free library; by Mr. Shelly. to 
establish a Court of Common Pleas in counties 
having 32,000 inhabitants or more; by Mr. 
Maginnis, providing that all notes given 
to insurance companies shall state upon 
their face they were taken for such 
insurance, and to be void in case 
the Company shal! fail to comply with the law 
of the State; by Mr. Late, to reduce the Grand 
Jury to seven members; by Mr. Dawes, for the 
establishment of Suverior Courts in cities of 5,000 
inhabitants; by Mr. Hartshorn, to provide 
against the setting of prairie or timber fires; 
by Mr. Hartshorn, to resume the lands granted 
to the McGregor & Sioux City Railroad, and 

rant the same to the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
aul Railroad; by Mr. Hanna, to permit crim- 
mal defendants to testify in their own behalf; 
by the same, to regulate the subpenaing of 
witnesses in criminal cases; by Mr. Chase, to 
limit property — 8 as homestead to a value 
not exceeding $5, ; by the same, to provide 
additional terms and conditions upon which 
foreign insurance companies may transact busi- 
ness in this State: by Mr. Cass, to authorize 
cities and towns to regulate the sale of coal-oil. 

IN THE HOUSE 

Speaker Stone announced the Committees. 
The principal Committees were distributed as 
follows: Ways and Means and Appropriations. 
Stone, of Marion; Judiciary, Upderraff; Rail- 
roads, Manning, of Carroll; Schools, Calvin; 
Agriculture, Hoag; Federal Relations, Alford; 
Banks, Lyon: Library, O'Donnell; State Unt 
versity, McCartney; Claims, Wilson, of Polk; 
Intemperance, Reckel; Constitutional Amend- 
ments, Dewesse; Roads, Seely; tublic Build- 
ings, Morse. 

Bills were introduced in the House by Mr. 
Hoag, to abolish the Circuit Court and establish 
County Courts; by Mr. Wilson, of Polk. to 
punish insolyent bankers for receiving deposits; 
by Mr. Keckel, providing for the attendance of 
witnesses in criafinal cases when continued; by 
Mr. Gleason, providing’ for the guardian- 
ship of drunkards, spendthrifts, aud 
lunatics ; by Mr. Macey, to pro- 
vide for the safety of public halls; by Mr. 
Hadley, defining and punishing strikes and con- 
spiracy as a crime; by Mr. Clayton, to provide 
for the destruction of grasshoppers -and their 
eggs; by Mr. Hamilton, regulating the practice 
of medictne and surgery; by Mr. Taylor, to se- 
cure to children the benefits of elementary in- 
struction; by Mr. Bowdish, to regulate banks 
and banking institutions; by Mr. King, to 
amend the law on mechanics’ liens; by Mr. 
Stone, of Marion, to tax loans made by foreign 
insurance companies. 

RESOLUTIONS 
were introduced by Mr. Stone, of Marion, in- 
atructing the Railroad Committee to report a 
bill for the creation of a Board of Railrvad 
Commissioners at an early day; by Mr. O’Don- 
nell, which was passed, instructing Senators 
and Representatives in Congress to use all hon- 
orable means to secure the passage of the bill 
for the equalization of the bounties of soldiers 
in the late War. 
SENATOR ALLISON. 

Both Houses balloted for United States Sena- 
tor. lu the Senate, 32 votes were cast for Will- 
iam B. Allison, and 12 for Daniel F. Miller. 
In the House, 67 votes were cast for Mr. Alli- 
son, 23 for Mr. — and 3 tor E. N. Gates. 
Alter the election iu the Senate, Senator dam, 
of Dubuque, made a speech complimenting 
Senator Allison, and speaking of him in the 
highest terms as a man and a citizen, while op- 
posing his politics. 

THE RAILROAD TARIFF LAW.

Revised Statutes relating to costs in Justices’ 
courts: creating a Bureau of Statistics; amend- 
ing the laws relating to county officers; pro- 
hibiting religious instruction, vrayers, and the 
reading of the Bible in universities and public 
schools in the State: providing for the punish- 
ment of the common-law offense of champerty. 

DELINQUENT TAX-LISTS.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 22.—In the Senate to- 
day, when the resolutions denouncing the Bland 
Silver bill were called up, Senator Sessions of- 
fered an amendment, reciting that the- good 
faith of the nation is pledged to the redemption 
of the coin obligations of the Government in 
gold and in silver, with the unlimited legal-

SOUTH CAROLINA. 
| JUDICIAL REVOLUTION. 

Col uus, S. C., Jan. 22.—The State Su- 
preme Court decided to-day that Circuit Judges 
must be clected by ballot instead of viva voce. 
This decision ousts all Circuit Judges elected 
prior to 1877 by the Republican Legislature, 
and retains Kershaw and Wallace, elected last 
year by the Democrats. It was a constitutional 
question involving the construction of the word 
„bpallot.“ The Supreme Court divided, Asso- 
ciate-Justices Melver and Haskell agreeing that 
a ballot was required, Chief-Justice Willard 
dissenting in favor of viva voce, which was uni- 
formly practiced by the Republicans.

FAMOUS DUELS IN FLORIDA.

Some of the bloodiest duels on record were 
fought in Florida. The Semiuole War, in 1837, 
brought to the front a lot of reckless young 
blue-bloods that were full of fire and sparkle.

FANTASTIC FREAKS OF FIGURES. 
Norristown Herald. 

„% Figures won't lie,“ says the poet—whose 
name has slipped our memory. Perhaps not; 
but sometimes they make most remarkable 
statements and stand up to their work in such a 
shaky manner that our confidence in their ve- 
racity is greatly shaken. 

A good multiplication-table-wrestler will pile 
up column after column of figures to prove that 
the defeat of his political candidate this year by 
15,000 majority against 8,000 last year is a gain 
for bis side of 7,000 votes. 

If such curious ciphering doesn’t create a 
strong suspicion that figures lie like the annual 
statement ofa New York life-insurance com- 
pany, it at least leaves an impression that they 
are weak in the limbs,—and often cut a pretty 
figure, figuratively speaking. 

The man who has the multiplication table at 
his tingérs’ ends, and can foot up a column of 
figures six inches high and two broad as quick 
as you could pronounce half of the name of a 
Russian General, 1s a serpent in the social cir- 
cle,—a sort of boa, or bore, qr. — well, he's an 
adder, anvhow. He is as great a nuisance as 
the indefatigable bore who propounds such que- 
ries as this: Suppose vour mother’s daugh- 
ter married your grapafather's nephew op your 
uncle’s side, what relation would their children 
be to your aunt’s step-mother!’’—or somehow 
that way. You probably have met such bores.

The inventor of the game of chess was bade

733.20, 430. ½0, 000 of times, 
all of which changes could not be written by 
the population of the whole world m 1, 000 
years.

in Great Britain. In respect to plumb- 
ing work in particuiar we are 
far ot our British cousins, 


especially in respect to the finish and execution 
of the work. Just asin English railway trains 
a water-closet is an unheard-of convenience, so 
also many things which we deem essential to 
health and comfort are absent from English 
residences. The interior wood-work of the lat- 
ter class of houses is also inferior to what may 
be seen here. Yet English joiners have a ver 
exalted opinion of their own attainments. We 
can recali an occasion when an English steamer 
was stove in on her voyage to this port, but her 
Captain refused to have her repaired in New 
York on the ground that the work could be bet- 
ter done at home. No one would deny that it 
could have been done there at less cost than in 
in New York, but that the work would have 
been done any better there than here is pure as- 
sumption. 

‘The house-joinery io Paris is no better than 
that in England. As evidence of this we may 
quote the authority of the London Society of 
Art’s report upon the Paris Exposition, which 
contains the following opinion by an English 
carpenter expert upon French joinery: 

‘Carpentry is gradually falling into disuse in 
Paris, in copseqaence of the substitution of iron 
for wood, and such specimens of work by French 
joiners as we saw were mostly of a very rude 
kind. Their partitions were made of rough and 
crooked scantling, which any English surveyor 
would have condemned; their joists were placed 
at irregular intervals, and as if laid at random 
by laborers, instead of being fixed by mechanics ; 
their floors were tongued together and made of 
boards of any length, so that often the board 
was joined half-way between the joists, with 
no more security than that given by a narrow 
wooden tongue and a support underneath; there 
was apparently uo knowledge how to wedge up 
a piece of frame-work; aud in consequence of 
certain technical mistakes in workmanship the 
doors in Paris almost invariably drop on the 
outside edge.”’ 

In regard to French plumbing it is even worse 
than the carpentry. Tuough the Faris scwers 
are worla-revowned for their extent and com- 
pleteness, yet the domestic water-supply is not 
abundant vor the sauitary copveniences at all 


adequate.

CurcaGo, Jan. 22.—The Northern Pacific Rail- 
road Company has petitioned Congress for au 
extension of time in which to complete its road. 
This is not an unreasonable request upon the 
part of this Company. On the other hand, in 
view of the circumstances under which it is 
made, it is an exceedingly reasonable one, All 
full well know the difficulties under which this 
Company has struggled, which have hedged it 
about and beset it upon every hand during the 
greater portion of time since the road was first 
started,—difficulties which furnish ample cause 
for both asking and granting a petition of this 
character. . 
The Company, in making this request, does 
not ask for a Government subsidy. it does not 
ask for Government aid in any shape. It sim- 
ply asks, in view of the unavoidable reverses 
and embarrassments to which it has been sub- 
jected, to be allowed further time in which to 
complete its work. Is there anything out of 
character in this! And should the Government 
hesitate a moment in giving its consent, and by 
so doing respond to the voice of the people? 
The Northeru Pacific Railroad, though prose- 
cuted in private interests, and as a private en- 
terprise, is, virtually, a great national work. 
This road is a great national highway, settling 
up our entire Northern frontier, and in this 
light it should be viewed by those before whom 
this appeal is made. Its construction has alreaay 
been, and will continue to be, the means of open- 
ing up and improving millions of acres of as valu- 
able lands as lie anywhere within the Government 
domain, —lands which, but for the construction of 
this road, would probably never have been im- 
proved or brought into market. 
It may not be generally known, but it is never- 
theless a fact, that in addition to the belt of min- 
eral wealth of vast richness through which this 
road passes,—a distance of between 1,000 and 
2,000 miles,—it traverses between Brainerd and 
the Yellowstone the ‘*wheat-fleids of America 
for a distance of over 500 miles, tlelds which for 
fertility of soil and adaptability to the culture of 
wheat are unequaled anywhere upon this Conti- 
nent, and in extent and scope of territory are 
equal to the demands of the world in the way of 
supplying its bread. And isa reasonable petition 
of this character for extension to now be denied? 
Is a work of this character—a great nat tonal 
work - virtually to be strangled at the bidding of a 
few scheming speculatore whose interests may lie 
in an opposite direction? Are great nationsl inter- 
ests to be sacrificed to the greed and avarice of a 
handful of selfish, designing men’ Isa question 
of this nature to be viewed from the standpoint of 
a se al 1 ring. or shall it be viewed from the 
standpoint of the nation’s best and highest good? 
It is claimed that this road saould have been 
built within the stipulated time; that this exten- 
sion does not mean completion; that it simply 
means delay. But who makes this claim, and 
what justice is there init? This Company has al- 
ready built over GOO miles gof road. And who, I 
ask, would have done better under the circum- 
stances’ But for the panic of 1875 this road would 
to-day be in running order from Lake Superior to 
the Pacific, - To build a road of this extent through 
avast uninbabited domain without Government 
aid in the shape of money is an undertaking of no 
ordinary kind, and cannot be done in haste, It te- 
Guires time. But 1 fear that I am occupying too 
much of your space. Iwill simply say in conclu- 
gion that forthis Government to deny the prayer of 
there petitioners it will not only be casting to the 
Canada Pacific the greatest boon it can throw to 
it, but it will be exhibiting to a worthy corporation

The result 
was a trade dollar (420 grains of silver), although 
our old dollar was fally equal in value to the Mexi- 
can dollar.

A Great Steam Hammer, 
Pail Matt Gasette. 
The steam hammer recentiy completed at 
Creusot is the larzest and most powerful iustru- 
ment of the kind in the world. The hammer in 
the workshops of Herr Krupp at Essen weighs 
fifty tons, and descends through a maximum 
space of three metres; but the hammer of the 
Creusot engine, weighing between seventy-five 
and eighty tons, has a course of five metres; the 
nerv of the blow struck by it bemg 412,500 
kiulogramme-metres, while the Krupp instru- 
ment can only develop 150,000 kilogramme- 
metres of York. The foundation on which the 
anvil rests consists of masonry five metres in 
depth; the space between the level of the 
cround andthe cast iron table being filled in 
with stout wooden beams, disposed ternately 
in horizontal avd vertical layers, so as to give 
an elastic bed. Altogether, 100 cubic metres of 
cast-iron, 100 cubic metres of wood, and 1,000 
cubic metres of masonry bave been emploved to 
form this foundation. Special apparatus has 
also been provided for the transport and keeping 
in position of blocks of steel we from 100

has been brought to a full stop. Some in- 
convenience and suffering will be the result, 
but it is a dose of medicine which was neces- 
sary to remedy the disordered condition of the 
patient and preveht a total collapse. Those 
generous dispensers of the people’s money 
who rescinded Order No. 4 will now be 
under the necessity of restoring that useful 
regulation, even though the able-bodied 
dead-beats should be compelled to work for 
their food and clothing in consequence there- 
of. Hard-pan has been reached, and there 
is, fortunately, ng help for it but to stop 
wasting the substance of the taxpayers. 


The rumor that a two-months’ armistice 
has been agreed upon between the Grand 
Duke Nicnoxias and the Turkish Plenipoten- 
tiaries lacks confirmation; and will probably 
be found to be premature. A statement is, 
however, made in the cable dispatches 
which is extremely significant if true. It 
is that Austria has waived her objection to 
the Russian occapation of Constantinople, 
leaving England solitary and alone in 
her feeble protest against the inevit- 
alle march of events. Every day 
brings the Rugsian advance nearer to 
the gates of the Ottoman Capital, with 
the increasing certainty that the withdrawal 
of the Sublime Porte to safer quarters will 
be the final ending of the location of the 
seat of Government in that city. It is now 
hinted that, once in possession, Russia will 
never consent to vacate except upon condi- 
tion that Constantinople henceforth be made 
a neutral city. | 

THE NON-PARTY FINANCIAL CAUCUS. 

It has been manifest from the beginning 
that the silver quéstion is in no sense a par- 
ty issue. The mpney-lenders of New York 
and New England include both Democrats 
and Republicans, and all unite in the effort 


forcing resumption on an exclusive gold 
basis. The Democrats and Republicans out- 
side of this exclusive class alike unite in re- 
sisting the injustice and oppression. It was 
proper enough, therefore, that a non-party 
caucus should be held in Washington for the 
purpose of securing harmonious action be- 
tween Congressmen of both partics who are 
opposed to the gald clique, and, had this cau- 
cus been guided hy wise counsels, we should 
have welcomed it as a hopeful indication of 
success. But it is evident from the action 
taken that the caucus was organized rather 
to advance the cause of greenback inflation 
than that of silver remonetization, and the 
result may work more injury than benefit to 
the legitimate silver movemept. The genu- 
ine friends of silver remonetization, andeven 
its honest oppon¢nts, should keep this dis- 
tinction well in mind. 

There was an attempt to secure from the 
caucus an indorsement of three propositions, 
viz.: (1) The vepeal of the Resumption 
act; (2) the remonetization of silver; and 
(3) the substitution of greenbacks for the 
entire volume of: National Bank notes. A 
threefold indorspment of this kind would 
have committed the caucus to a united 
action to secur@ these results in the order 
they were enumérated, if it were not possi- 
ble to attain them all together. Finally, the 


proposition to substitute greenbacks for the 


National Bank notes was abandoned as a sort 
of compromise, the remounetization of silver 
was given precedence over the repeal of the 
Resumption act, and a resoiution offered by 
Mr. Forr was adopted, in the following 
terms: 8 

Resolred, That the purpose of the organization 
now about to ve made shall be confined to the re- 


monetization Of tae silver dollar and the repeal of 
the Kesumption act. 


This resolution was only less objectionable 
than the original, and still objectionable 
enough, perhaps, to endanger the final pas- 
sage of the Silver bill, and certainly calcu- 
lated, if carried out, to defeat the advantages 
expected from silver semonetization. The 
adoption of such a resolution by a caucus 
professing to represent the silver movement 
as a whole, is almost sure to bring disrepute 
upon that movement. It furnishes the gold- 
ites a partial justification for pursuing their 
denunciations of the silver movement as a 
scheme for paper-moncy inflation and an 
indefinite postponement of areturn to specie 
payments, and enables them to append to 
this movement all the wild lunacies that have 
been cnunciated during the past few years in 
favor of unlimited dilution of an irredeem- 
able currency anil practical repudiation. It 
may be that there are many among those 
now advocating silver remonetization who 
are likewise opposed to resumption and in 
favor of unrestfained dilution of paper and 
irredeemable currency ; but these persons do 
not represent the strength of the silver 
movement, and, if they advocate silver re- 
sumption only a means to attain another 
era of wiid-cat inflation, they are destined 
to destroy the legitimate purpose of the silver 
movement by their professions of friendship 
as certainly as if the confessed enemies of 
silver remonetization were allowed to prevail. 

The non-party caucus which adopted the 
above resolution entirely and inexcusably 
ignored the scientific demonstration that an 
inferior currendy always drives a superior 
currency out of circulation. The indefinite 
repeal of the Resumption agt will bring about 
a condition of things in which the silver dol- 
lars will not circulate, As the law now 
stands, the greenbacks are redeemable Jan. 
1, next, in gold. In anticipation of this the 
greenbacks have appreciated until they are 
within nearly 1 per cent of par with gold. Yet 


the original resolntion. The question has 


to oppress the masses of the country by en- 


gold does not circulate side by side with green- 
backs. Nobody ever sees a gold coin outside 
of a banker s or broker's establishment. if, 
greenbacks should continue to eppreciate 
until gold should be at a premium 
of only } of 1 per cent, the brokers 
would still find a profit in retaming it for 
sale at that premium. If the silver dollar 
shall be remonetized, the greenbacks will 
then become redeemable in silver, and until 
resumption shall have been accomplished or 
accepted by the people as a fut accon' pli, the 
silver dollars will not circulate alongside the 
greenbacks. A promissory note which bears 
no interest is never worth so much as the 
money which it promises to pay, so long as 
the note is past due and unpaid, or so long 
as it has an indefinite time to run, which the 
maker of the note alone has the right to de- 
termine. A grain receipt only retains its 
face value so long as it is passed from hand 
to hand, with the certainty that a lawfal 
holder can present it at the warehouse 
and draw the grain at any time he may 
choose to do. A greenback will be merely a 
promise to pay a silver dollar or & gold doi- 
lar, after silver remonctization. If this prom- 
ise to pay is at a fixed date, within 3 
reasonable time, and finds universal confi- 
dence, then tlie silver dollar in which it is 
payable may circulate alongside of it, since 
its monetary use will be more valuable to the 
possessor than hoarding it without interest 
for a few months until the greenback shall 
be actually convertible on demand into the 
silver dollar. But let resumption be inden- 
nitely postponed and the Government notes 
be kept in circulation without any certainty 
or prospect of being paid, and the money in 
which they are made payable (but not paid) 
will disappear from circulation. It will be 
useless, under such a condition of things, 
for the mints to be set in operation to coin 
100 millions of silver dollars within the 
next year or two, for these silver dollars will 
not then come into general circulation, 
and will in no wise relieve the pres- 
ent financial depression. Or, if these silver 
dollars should be put in circulation under 
the expectation and promise of resumpuon 
at a fixed date, a subsequent and indefimte 
postponement of resumption would drive 
them out of circulation again, and there 
would be a sudden and disastrous contrac- 
tion, giving the trade and commerce of the 
country another frightful shock. It will be to 
the advantage of nobody to remonetize silver 
if silver coin is to be kept out of circulation 
by the same policy that has kept gold and 
silver out of circulation for the past sevon- 
teen years, and it is only weak, short-sight- 
ed, and ignorant statesmanship that will 
thus seek to deceive, disappoint, and injure 
the country. 

Tue prime object of remonetiziug silver is 
to add to the solid, substantial, intrinsic 
money stock of the country. There can't 
be too much hard money—real money—in 
circulation. Such an inflation is stimulating 
and invigorating. It is at once a sign anda 
prop of national and commercial prosperity. 
The simple remonetization of the silver dollar, 
with proper provisions for its coinage, 
will contribute a steady stream to the money, 
resources of the United States. It will ren- 
der resumption practicable, and, that once 
demonstrated, the silver and the greénbacks 
payable in silver will circulate side by side 
and furnish the country with a permanent 
money supply of a steady and natural 
growth, in the annual contributions of silver, 
corresponding to the growth of the country 
and its trade. But any indefinite postpone- 
ment of resumption will be fatal to this pro- 
gramme. If the greenbacks could be kept 
at par with silver for a time under such cir- 
cumstances (which is donbtful), and the sil- 
ver dollar should circulate by reason of an 
overpowering demand for money, any dis- 
tu: bance like the partial failure of crops, a 
balancé of trade against the United States, 
an agitation for greenback inflation, or a 
speculative corner in coin, would immedi- 
ately send greenbacks below par, and there 
would be a fatal contraction. The interests 
of silver remonetization demand that it shall 
be altogether unincumbered by side issues, 
and its future usefulness rests upon the 
practical interconvertibility of silver_and 
greenbacks. 


CUSTOMS FRAUDS. 

The people of the West and South are as- 
tounded atthe attitude of the East on the 
subject of the remonetization of silver. An 
antagonism so purely selfish and so grossly 
unjust toward a measure so eminently wise 
that not a single valid argument can be ad- 
duced against it, shows a purpose on the 
part of the possessors of accumulated for- 
tunes, consisting of moneys, credits, and un- 
incumbered rent-yielding estates in realty, 
to push the industrial and mercantile classes 
clear to the wall. It is the common impres- 
sion that such unfairness and injustice are 
unparalleled in the history of the country. 
Not at all. There is an instance of an out- 
rage equally flagrant which is now enacting, 
and which has been enacting these five years, 
wherein the merchants, people, and press of 
New York City hold the position of ruthless 
robbers of tie merchants and people of the 
Western and Southern States of the Union. 
We ailude to that cancerous ulcer upon the 
Civil Service of the country, tlie New York 
Custom-House! For years the Representa- 
tives of the West and South in Congress 
strove, unsuccessfully, to secure the right of 
direct importation through the establish- 
ment of interior ports of entry. To this 
just measure the East ever maintained an 
unbroken, hostile front, never conceding a 
single point, and only surrendering to supe- 
rior numbers in 1870, when the I. T. Bond 
bill” became a law. Even after the right 
was secured, an Eastern Secretary of the 
‘Treasury sought to nullify the law by re- 
pressive and obstructive regulations. Final- 
ly, in 1871, the right of Western and South- 
ern merchants to trade directly with foreign 
countries was conquered. That the right was 
no mere barren ideality was soon demon- 
strated. A considerable foreign trade, both 
import and export, immediately sprang up 
in this city, and a leser trade at other in- 
terior porter. The export grain and ro- 
vision trade has been completely revolu- 
tionized; that is to say, while formerly all 
Chicago grain and provisions destined for 
Europe passed through the hands of New 
York middlemen, now sales are made direct, 
and freight contracts read Chicago to Liv- 
erpool.” This means simply that, on the 
great highway between this city and the Old 
World, tolls at New York, so far as the 
export trade is concerned, have been abol- 
ished. Unfortunately, this is not true with 
regard to the import trade. In its path 
stand the lions, undervaluaion and 
damage allowance. Let us see what they 
are. They are fierce beasts of prey, and they 
swallow annually millions of the revenue due 
to the Government of the United States. 
Of the cost of feeding these ravenous beasts, 
various estimates have from time to time 
been made. Some of the estimates of losses 
thrcugh all forms of blackmail, fraud, and 
inefficiency in the New York Custom-House 


reach as high as 25 per cent of the revenue due. 
That the great bulk of these losses are 
chargeable to undervaluation and damage 
allowance there is no longer any doubt. The 
law requires thet foreign merchandise shall 
be entered at its market value at the port of 
export or place of purchase. Undervalua- 
tion consists in entering it at less than its 
market value. This undervaluation takes 
several forms, as double invoicing,—that 
is to say, a true private invoice 
to the importer and a false (undervalued) 
invoice to the Custom-House authorities, 
sworn to before the Consul at the port of 
export ;; and by consignment. The largest 
part of undervaluation frauds is doubtless 
committed through consignments. For in- 
stance, the Lyons (France) manufacturer of 
broad piece silks declines to sell any of his 
fabrics intended -for the American market, 
but consigns the entire stock to his agent in 
New York; that is to say, himself places it 
on this market. By this course he makes 
two points: (1) He avoids establishing a 
market price for the goods in Lyons, and (2) 
no prevents the honest importer from prov- 
ing the fraud of undervaluation against him 
by any other evidence than the actual value 
of the goods in question as compared with 
goods of like quality. Then the foreign 
manufacturer invoices his goods at 20, 30, or 
50 per cent of their real value, and so robs 
the Government of 20, 30, or 50 per cent of 
the duty duo upon them; and, as the duty is 
60 per cent cd valorem, the robbery consti- 
tutes a very large percentage of the revenue 
due. 


Now, let us see how this robbery of the 
Government by foreign manufacturers affects 
Chicago. There are several dry goods and 
notion houses in this city as strong in cash 
means and credit as avy in the country. 
When Chicago was made a port of entry 
these houses began to import full lines of 
merchandise, and in miscellaneotis goods 
these importations are still continued; but 
in 1872 the imports of silks, silk ribbons, 
and some other lines of French staples fell 
off largely, and in 1873 were discontinned 
altogether. ‘This fact is notorious, and the 
reason of the discontinuance has been 
given to the public by the importing 
houses repeatedly in the form of inter- 
views. ‘The latest of these interviews, 
published only a few days ago, was 
with Mr. Ray, of Fixup, Leiren & 
Co. That gentleman states that he can 
buy in New York broad silks at $1.10 per 
yard that wonld cost him $1.50 to import! 
Nobody will dispute the proposition that the 
firm named can buy goods in London, Paris, 
or Lyons, orany other foreign city, on as 
good terms as any house in America. It fol- 
lows that they have been driven from the 
foreign silk markets by the practice of un- 
dervaluation at New York. 

There is another abuse undefiiably exist- 
ing in the New York Custom-House which 
is only second to that of undervaluation : 
that of fraudulent damege allowance. The 
law prohibits any average damage allowance, 
requiring an actual critical examination of 
every package on which damage is claimed 
to have been sustained. Nevertheles;, it 
was insisted by all Chicago importers who 
had been in the habit of importing India 
products, fruits, and glass botiled goods 
through New York previous to the estab- 
lishment of this city as a port of 
entry, that average allowances were made at 
that port. ‘They demanded the same treat- 
ment here, and, when it was repeatedly re- 
fused, withdrew their importing business 
from this port and returned to New York. 
This fact alone is strong circumstantial evi- 
dence in support of the truth of such im- 
porters’ assertions, that average allowances 
of damage are made at New York against 
the letter and spirit of the law and the Treas- 
ury regulations. But we are informed upon 
excellent authority that there is much 
stronger evidence, conclusive evidence, in 
support of this theory in the hands of some 
of the Custom-House officials of this city. 

There are some deductions to be made 
from the facts as here stated. (1) As the 
dry-goods importers of Chicago were able to 
import broad silks, silk ribbons, and other 
French staples at a profit in 1871, but were 
compelled to discontinue such importations 
in 1872-3, it is fair to conclude that the under- 
valuation era commenced in 1872-3. (2) It 
is not very illogical to assume, since the 
era of undervaluation commenced soon after 
the creation of interior ports of entry, that 
the New York importers deliberately resolved 
to crush out interior importations by rob- 
bing the Government of a percentage of its 
revenue through undervaluation and damage 
allowances. , 

Two or three circumstances support these 
conclusions. (1) The press of New York 
City is silent on the subject of undervalua- 
tion and fraudulent damage allowances. 
(2) The press of New York City sustains the 
present customs officers of that port, not- 
withstanding the fact that the late investiga- 
tion of the Custom-House there disclosed in- 
efficiency and corruption in all branches of 
the service. (3) Notwithstanding the no- 
torious fact that undervaluation is the chief 
source of losses to the customs revenue, the 
late Board of Investigation, consisting of a 
Treasury cilicial and two New York mer- 
chants, studiously avoided any reference to 
the subject of undervaluation, aud made no 
effort to unearth evidence of fraudulent dam- 
age allowances. Finally, we conclude that 
the merchants, the press, and the peopie of 
New York City have determined to hold the 
importing business of the country at every 
hazard. But, in the name of the people of 
the West and South, we protest against their 
being permitted to accomplish their purpose 
by trauds, whether through undervaluation 
or damage allowance, and call upon the 
President and Secretary of the Treasury to 
institute au investigation whose purpose 
shall be absolute justice, let condemnation 
fall where it may. 


Among other communications we print this 
morning is one written by W. J. Compton, 
of Maroa, III., which contains a direct menace 
of repudiation. It refers to arecent editorial 
in Tuz Txizung, entitled A Talk About 
Maintaining the Public Credit,” and it illus- 
trates the very danger which that article 
pointed out tothe bondholders. What we 
then said was in the nature of a warning to 
the money-lending class of the danger of 
their changing the original contract, which 
was to pay in coin (silver or gold) to an un- 
just and oppressive requirement of payment 
in gold alone. We said then that a bank- 
rupt and helpless people, finding it impossible 
to pny their debts in the contracted stand- 
ard, constantly growing scarcer and dearer, 
would begin to resent the swindle that had 
been practiced on them. We said that the 
example set by the bondholders and 
money-lenders, of changing the contract 
for ther own benefit, might be imitated 
by another change that would be 
disastrous to, them. We said that 
an enforced resumption on an inadequate 
gold basis might prove to be the road to re- 
pudiation, and we quoted the Chicago Tim 


(an advocate of exclusive gold resumption), | 


which represents a class who believe that 
repudiation 1s justifiable whenever it be- 
comes evident that the resources of the 
country are inadequate to the discharge of 
its obligations, The communication we re- 
fer to further illustrates the danger to which 
the bondholders and money-lenders are blind- 
ly urging the legislation of Congress. 

ENGLAND'S INTEREST?. 

As Russia advances England retreats, and 
the retreat is beginning to grow somewhat 
ridiculous, and all the more so as Russia 
moves on to the accomplishment of her pur- 
pose with sublime indifference to the chronic 
rage of the British Lion. When war was 
first declared, that noble animal growled that 
English interests must not be touched, be- 
fore any one had thought of touching them. 
As the war progressed and the Russians ap- 
proached the Balkans came another growl 
that the Russians must not touch the British 
interests. When Gen. Govurxo made his 
first raid across the mountains with his 
handful of Cossacks and occupied Kezanlik, 
England commenced to bluster, and we began 
to hear of mysterious movements of the 
Mediterranean fleet and accumulation of war 
material at Gibraltar and Malta. Govrko 
was compelled to retrace his steps and En- 
gland quieted down. Plevna was invested 
and Osman Pesha’s communications cut off. 
Straightway came the old-time how] of Brit- 
ish interests and the threat that the English 
fleet would move to the vicinity of Gallipo- 
lis, but Plevna fell and the fleet did not go. 
Shipka and Sofia yielded to the victorious 
Ktussians, and again came the cry, On to 
Gallipolis,” but the fleet did not move. 
The Muscovite legions pressed iapidly fer- 
ward to Adrianople and louder grew the out- 
cry, but still the English fleet rode quietly 
at anchcr. Now the Russians are within a 
few hours’ march of Gallipolis itself, pre s- 
ing steadily forward like the resistless march 
of Fate, and it is too late to go to Gallipolis. 
They are within a few days of Constantino- 
ple, and, knowing that there 1s no power that 
can prevent their triumphant entrance, the 
Suitan and his officials, harem and all, are pre- 
pearing to cross the Bosphorus to a place of 
safety. ‘Still England does not move. 
Neither English threat nor English official 
protest have stayed the progress of the 
Russian armics. When the neutral Pow- 
ers declined to comply with the re- 
quest of the Porte that they use 
their good offices to bring the war to a close, 
England agreed to make inquiry of the Em- 
peror of Russia whether he would entertain 
overtures for peace. ‘The Czar replied very 
courteously that he was in favor of peace, 
but his armies did not stop on that account. 
The Queen then addressed a personal letter 
to the Czar in belialf of Turkey, but still the 
Czar’s armies move on towards the Euperial 
Capital with the evident intention of occu- 
pying it long enough to humiliate the Porte 
and of naming the terms of peace independ- 
ent of the other Powers. With these contin- 
gencies in full view, the Queen says in her 
speech to Parliament: ‘‘ Hitherto, so far as 
the war has proceeded, neither of the bellig- 
erents has infringed the conditions 
which my neutrality is founded, and I will- 
ingly believe both parties are desircus to 
respect them so far as it may be 
in their power. 80 long as these 
conditions are not. ipfringed, my attitude 
will continue the e. But I cannot conceal 
from myself that, should hostilities be unfor- 
tunately prolonged, some unexpected occur- 
rence may render it incumbent upon me to 
adopt measures of precaution.” To this pa- 
cific declaration the London 7'hunderer ut- 
ters the following gentle coo: ‘** The alarm 
recently raised respecting the possibility of a 
warlike policy being adopted by the Govern- 
ment may now be finally dismissed.” Further 
even than this the Times goes, by asserting 
that even the occupation of Constantinople 
by the Russians would be no reason for En- 
glaud to go to war. : 

Putting everything together, it would 
seem that the British Lion has been rearing 
and making himself generally ridiculous 
without cause. After all this bluster, it ap- 
pears that the English position to-day is pre- 
cisely what it was at the outbreak of the 
war, when Lord Dxnnx informed Gorrtscua- 
korr that England would only inter/ere 
when Russia infringed upon her inter- 
ests, and that, after all the threats 
of war that have been made, no En- 
glish interests have yet been touched. 
As it is morally certain that no English in- 
terests will be touched, we may infer with 
equal certainty that England will not go to 
war, but will content herself with making a 
bluster.’ England has only two interests in 
the East. The one is the Suez Canal, with 
which Russia has no concern. The only 
Power in Europe that would be likely to en- 
danger this interest is France. The other 
interest claimed by Englend, the restriction 
of the Russians from the passage of the Dar- 
danelles, has long ceased to be considered a 
British interest by the other European Pow- 
ers. It is not probable that any of them 
would join England in any longer maintain- 
ing the monopoly of the Mediterranean Sea 
as British waters, and it is absurd to suppose 
that she will seek to;enforee the monopoly 
alone. That the Dardanelles will be thrown 
open to the free navigation of all nations as 
one of the grand results of this war is a fore- 
gone conclusion, and England will not fight 
to prevent it. 


THE MILITARY STRENGTH OF FRANCE. 

Sir Garnet WonseLey, who holds a high 
command in the English army and was the 
hero of the Abyssiniane Expedition, has con- 
tributed a paper to the \Vineteenth Century 
upon the military strength of France, which 
is attracting much attention in England. and 
allusions to which have already been made in 
the cable dispatches to this country. His 
paper is siguificant in two respects,—iirst, as 
showing the remarkable military recupera- 
tion of France since the disasters of the 
Franco-German war, which upsets the very 
prevalent theory that the political influence 
of France has been annulled by her military 
impotence ; and second, the significance of 
her military strength as bearing upon a pos- 
sible future alliance of the Western Powers. 
Although there has been evidence for some 
time past that MacManow has been bending 
all his energies to recuperate and reorganize 
the French military system, no accurate 
statement has been made until now, and as 
Sir Garnet WoiseL_xy has compiled his sta- 
tistics from official sources, a summary of 
them will be of interest. 

The new law establishes the obligation of 
every Frenchman to personal military serv- 
ice in the following gradations: Five years 
in the regular army and four years in its re- 
serve; five years in the territorial army and 
six years in its reserve. The population of 
France furnishes every year about 292,000 
men attaining the age of 20. Making de- 
ductions for all classes of exemptions, there 
remain 133, Oe recruits for the regular army. 
On the Ist of January next, the active 
army with the colors will consist of the first 
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class of five annual contingents of 83,000 
each, plus the second class of the contingent 
for the current year, the one-year volunteers, 
and the re-engaged soldiers, making a total 
534,000 men. Adding to these the men of 
the second class, en desponidilite (184,000), 
and their officers (26,499), the grand total of 
the active army will reach 745,000 men of 
all ranks, and this portion of the new organ- 
ization is now complete.” The reserves of 
the active army are only just beginning their 
formation, but for immediate service he es- 
timates that the numbers available would be 
719,000 men of the active army, and 1,000,000 
of the reserves and territorial army. In ad- 
dition, there are to be counted the officers 
and the gendarmerie and similar bodies, and 
90,000 men told off for the auxiliary and ad- 
ministrative services, making up a grand 
total of abont 1,900,000 ready to take the 
field should France be compelled to draw 
the sword within the next twelve months.” 
When the new law reaches its full develop- 
ment in 1892, the grand total will amount to 
2,750,000 men of all ranks. The total fight- 
ing force of Germany of all ranks is about 
2,000,000 men, so that it will be seen the 
disparity between the two nations is not as 
great es it was in 1870, It must be remem- 
bered, however, that armies on paper are al- 
ways larger than armies in the fleld; that 
there may be an inferiority in individual sol- 
diers, and in organization and equipment; 
and that Sir Garner Worsetzy himself ad- 
mits that the French have never been good 
at fighting a losing game. He says: Re- 
verses with us and our cousins, the 
Americans, serve to stimulate to increased 
exertion, to give us renewed energy, but 
with the Latin races it is otherwise. Misfor- 
tune engenders despair. There is a want of 
self-reliance in their disposition that tends 
to convert early failure in any undertaking 
into demoralization, and, with all people, 
when demoralization has once taken hold 
either of individuals, or of communities, or 
of armies, it is likely to degenerate quickly 
into cowardice. The elan on which the 
French pride themselves so much is the off- 
spring of success, and success only.” 

The evident intention of Sir Garnet 
Wolskirr in preparing this paper at this 
time is to suggest the value and strength of 
France as an ally of England in certain con- 
tingencies which he rather indefinitely out- 
lines. In closing his article he says: 

Germany is our great natural ally as long as she 
remutus simply a mighty military power; should 
ehe, however, take posscasion of Holland and its 
colonies her only object cun be to rival us upon the 
sea. It se raid she is anxious to see us embroiled 
in the Eastern war, so thatehe may do so without 
opposition. It would. no doubt, be possible to as- 
semble a conference of men in St. James’ Hall who 
would loudly assert that her possessing herself of 
Holland was no concern of ours. If an enemy 
eeized upon the Isic of Wieht there isa party in 
England that would not only deprecate our fleht 
ing for it, but it would argue it was ne los, — thut 
it did not pay. But should the independence 
of Llollend be threatened, no matter what that 
party might say, its impotent «plutter.az would ve 
drowned inthe cry for war that would certamly go 
forth from Land's Und to John o Groat's House. 
It would then be the aliignce of France we saould 
naturally look to. Holland. Belgium, france. and 
Kugland aliied together would form a league that 
even proud Germany would feel was tov pewerful 
for her to face. 

There is another side to this picture, how- 
ever, end it involves a contingency which 
may not be remote, and which would de- 
stroy any probability of an alliance between 
England and France. Suppose that the am- 
bitions of Germany were not limited to Hol- 
land, what then? Suppose that the Bis- 
marckian programme should run in this 
wise: Germany will take Holland, her de- 
tached Luxembourg province, which would 
give her a frontier fortress in place of Metz, 
the northern part. of Belgium, and, at some 
remote day, Denmark, which is more Ger- 
man than Scandinavian. She will cede to 
France the central and southern paris of 
Belgium, which are largely French, and sell 
her Lorraine, retaining Alsace. Thus, round- 
ing out her borders, she would confront En- 
gland face to face on the sea. Suppose that 
Germany favored and morally aided the 
French Republicans in their recent victory 
for this purpose, knowing that she could 
make negotiations with them easier tran 
with the Monarchists, to carry out this pro- 
gramme, where would England’s alliance 
with France be then? These changes in the 
future map of Europe are not impossible. 
Where they would leave England would be a 
question for very curious speculations, 


A RAILROAD BLUNDER. 

In the history of American railroads there 
has been no greater act of bad management 
than that of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
in linking its fortunes with the New York 
through lines, and entering into the pooling 
combination. During the time the Balti- 
more & Ohio was constructing its connection 
with Chicago, the people of the Western 
States were discussing the subject of regu- 
lating railroad tolls by legislation. The 
opening of a new through line to the Atlantic 
was hailed with universal joy. The financial 
condition of the Baltimore & Ohio Company 
gave assurance of its ability to maintain its 
independence. I+ had a capital stock of not 
more than $15,000,000, while its rivals had 
to deciare dividends on from three to five 
times that sam each. It had comparatively 
no debt, while the other roads had debis 
equaling the capital stock. I: had an accu- 
mulated surplus of earnings to double the 
amount of its capital stock. It had unlim- 
ited credit, and its management was untaint- 
ed with fraud. 

It was a Baltimore route. Its earnings 
were not caten up to pay dividends on 
watered stock, nor enormous bonded debts. 
It could deal in cash, and was able to do 
business even at the same cost at lower 
rates Than any of its rivals. It promised to 
open up a new trade to and from the North- 
west. It was expected to establish a large 
trade in Western products sent to Baltimore, 
and a return trade from Baltimore to the 
eight or ten States of the Northwest. From 
Kansas, and even far-off Arizona, to Nebras- 
ka and the more distant Territories the com- 
ing of the Baltimore & Ohio Road to Chi- 
cago was looked forward to as a release 
to the producing and consuming districts 
from a monopoly as offensive as it was 
confiscatory. 

The City of Chicago was prepared to wel- 
come the Baltimore & Ohio Road as no other 
There was nothing that 
it might ask that it could not have obtained. 
But the deliverer never appeared in that 
character. Instead of breaking the monop- 
oly, it joined it; instead of being an inde- 
pendent company, it became a leader in the 
conspiracy ; instead of being commended to 
popular favor, it forfeited public respect ; 
and in a comparatively brief time was largely 
forgotten. It is true that since then a very 
lurge trade has grown up between Baltimore 
and the Northwest, but it has grown 
up in spite of the management of 
the road. That trade might have been 
much greater. Tho cost of 
was the grand question of the time; it 
affected every man. The Baltimore & Ohio 
Road, having to make dividends and pay 
interest on capital and debt trifling as com- 
pared with the obligations of its rivals, 
might have then entered into an immense 
business between Baltimore and the North- 
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west, and a business that would be perms,” 
nent and forever increasing. It stood i, - 
relation to Baltimore as the Erie Cang did, 
to New York; it might have poured into the 
lap of Baltimore 4 trade greater than the 
canal gave to New York.

Chess Tournament. 

A chess tournament of more than ordinary interest 
has beer quietly in progress in the International Cafe 
for several weeks. and it has attracted much attention 
on the part of lovers and students of the game, while 
it has been ignored by the nubile at large. About four 
wecks azo a wealthy frequenter of this resort offered a 
prize of $100 to the winners of the best three m nve 
consultation games, with Mr. Mackenzie and Mr. 
Mason as the principal opponents. Each of these play- 
ers has made a deservedly high reputation in chess 
cirectes during the past eight or ten years, Mackenzie 
being recognized by many as the champion player of 
New York, while Mason is considered very strong and 
careful. ‘lhe former has for his associates Mr. Teed 
and kugene Delmar, while Mason was assisted by 
Messrs. Brenzinger and Devoe. “Ihe requirements of 
the match were that cach side should play pawn to 
King’s fourth as tiret move,—which makes the game 
more generally interesting than would result from a 
closer opening, —with game limits of twenty moves to 
the hour on each side, which, of. course, necessitated 
rapid and spirited playing.

FINANCIAL. 


Loans were in better demand. Considerable 
amounts of packers’ paper were offered and readily 
taken. Receipts of live stock continue to be lip- 
eral, and, as this is the main business with the 
country at this season, the situation of sflairs can- 
not be regarded is unsatisfactory. Mercantile 
business generally is light, as usual at this time. 
The supply of negotiable paper, apart from that 
made by the.packers, remains about the same. As 
collections are slow, renewals are asked for tosome 
extent, but the bankers agree in reporting pay- 
ments to be better than was be expected. Rates of 
discount are 7@ 10 per cent. 

The orders from the couniry for currency were 
moderate. ‘ 

New York exchange was sold between banks at 
80c per $1, 000 discount. 

The c ngs were $3, 100, 000. 

LIFE-INSURANCE IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

The receipts of the British life-insurance com- 
panies from all sources were $88, 053,275 in 1877, 
against $84,635,000 in 1876. The premium in- 
come in 1877 was $60,387,230. The premiums 
received in 1876 by American life-insurance com- 
panies were $74,711,102, and the total income was 
900,089,143. The excess of the income of the 
British companies over expenditure was $19, 218, - 
965 in 1877. and $16,850,830 in 1876 Claims 
paid amounted, in 1877, to $47,610,535, and the 
expenses of management to $10,059,610. The 
amount of insurance policies in force was $1, 9754, - 
961,500; the life-insurance and annarty fund, 
$544, 409,270; and the percentage of expenses to 
premium income was 16.66 per cent. The ex- 
penses of management of the American companies 
In 1876 were $11,887,913, the claims paid were 
$65,119, 646, the amount insured $1, $11, 235,533, 
and the percentage of expenses to premiums was 
15. 91. 

4 SCARCITY OF GREENBACKS IN BOSTON. 

The principal feature of interest in the monetary 
sitaation in Boston is a scarcity of greenbacks 
The Boston Advertiser of Jan. 18 says: 

“The rate for balances between banks advanced to 
S per cent to-day, and some look fora still higher 
Fate to-morrow. No one seems to have a clear 
idea of just what has precipitated the present 
slight flurry, but there are plenty of theories of 
what may have done so. Some regard it as simply 
the of an over-cxpansion of jeans on the 
part of some of the banks. Others think that a 
seg amount of greenbscks have been absorved 

the savings banks to strengthen themselves 
against possible contingencies: while others have 
an idea that the greenbacks have been displaced by 
old which has been sent from New York. This 
derives some support from the large increase 
of gold,—over $800, 000,—which was reported in 
the last bank statement, and from the fact that 
while the rate for corrying gold in New York has 
deen about 6 percent, here the rate has been only 
about 3 per cent. This, of course, might well 
cause a considerabie transfer. One thing, how- 
ever, all are aste ed upon, and that is that there is 
@ scarcity; and it is possivic that all the supposed 
— Inded to may have contributed to that re- 
enit. 
THE BLAND BILL AND THE PRICE OF Hrn. 

The bullion brokers of London calculate that if 
the Blond bill becomes a law the price of silver 

Will advance. This is apparent fromthe follow- 
ing, in the fnancial columns of the London Tunes 
of Jan. 10: 

There was some little excitement in connection 
with to-day's allotment of the India Council bills 

to the still stronger impressſon. whether 
well founded or not, whicna prevaris, that a major- 
ity of three-fourths, which is what is required to 
cover the President's veto, will be obtained in favor 
of the Bland bill at the next meeting of the United 
States Senate for its discussion. The unallotted 
balance of last week has been taken up in addition 
to the sum offered to-day, which indicates, at all 
events, that rather than risk having to vurchase 
remittances some days hence ata higher exchange 
in 7 1 of an advance in silver as the result 
of that bill possibly becoming law, remitters pre- 
fer to secure what they can get at current rates. 

BRITIZSO T EB RETURNS. 

The official statistics show that British trade im- 
proved in December, but not enongh to make the 
year 1877 compare favorably with 1876. The to- 
tal value of British imports for 1877 was $1, 969, - 
706,280. This is $90.000,000 greater than those 
of 1876. This increase of imports is not a favora- 
ble mgn, since it means bad harvests and an en- 
hanced cost Of living. The total of Britten ex- 
ports is $993, 656,359, just about half the imports, 
and is $10,000,000 less thau the exports of 1876. 
Countiog the re-exports at $300,000, O00, the bal- 
ance of trade against Great Britain is $725, 000, - 
200, fully the largest on record. Great Britain is 
reducing its foreign investments by paying for 
these excessive imports, and this process is regard- 
ad by English financiers as certain to prove injuri- 
ous if long continued. 

FRENCH SAVINGS. 

Saving banks were established in France in 
1835, and have not made much progress, in com- 

risou With the growth of savings banks in Great 

tain or the United States. In 1869 only 56 in 
1,000 of the population were depositors; in 1875, 
the proportion had increased to 65 in 1.000. The 
total amount in the savings banks at the close of 
1875 was $132,085,000. The average deposit was, 
in 1869, $3.75: in 1873, it was $2.85; and in 1875, 
$2.65. Most of the depositors are inbabitants of 
the manufacturing districts or large cities. The 
peasant proprietors prefer Government bunds to 
savings banks. 

FRAUDULENT Is8UB OF RAILWAY STOCK. 

The Superior Ceurt of Montreal has granted the 
application of an American Shareholder in the 
Montreal. Portland & Boston Railway for a writ to 
compel the Officers to give the plaintiff access to 
the booke. The plaintiff charges that 4,900 shares 

were issued before the last meeting to a brother of 
the Presidcni to enable the latter to hold control of 
the Company. The President is said to have fled 
from Montreal. but this is denied by his friends. 
THE UNION BANK OF LONDON. 

The Union Bank of London, which, we have 
stated previously, has made dividends in the past 
year to the amount of 15 per cent, has deposits of 
803,727. 210, aud discounts of 854. 134 470. Its 
**acceptances” amount to 817. 027, 883; its cash 
on hand to $24, 326,535, and its savectesents, be- 
sides surplus, to $10, 474, 220.

TRUTH MORE VALUABLE THAN A SYSTEM. 

Q.—Do you regard your position as practically 
severing you from the Congregational denomi- 
nation! 

Mr. Beecher—That is a question which is not 
determined; it ought not to. My sympathy is 
with it, and I individually hold the body of doe- 
trines that belongs to the Congregational 
churches of the world; and 1 claim that no 
doctrine is fundamental except-that which is 
fundamental to the formation of Christian char- 
acter. A man may set aside a doctrine that is 
fundamental to a system, and I hold that he 
ought to have libertyto do so. There are many 
doctrines, as stated by Calvin, that { reject and 
that thousands of Calvinistic mifisters reject, 
and yet they are in communion with 
the orthodox Calyiuistic churches. If 
I denied the fact of sin or the desert 
of sin; U I denied the divinity of Christ 
or the atonement, I can conceive that men 
might regard my further connection with Con- 
gregational associations as inexpedient. But as 
to the doctrine of sinfulness and its desert, the 
need of regeneration and the reality of it, the 
dvinity of Christ and the ‘efficacy of the Holy 
Ghost, I am more orthodox than most orthodox 
men. The habit of my life has been to put em- 

hasis upon those views which had an educating 
orce and an immediate influence upon the life 
and conduct of men. Iam a preachar of life to 
life, and I judge of things bv their educating 
influence. I have never been a builder of ab- 
stract systems; 1 have never been in sympathy 
with docyines in their logi¢al relations 
to a system, although I have been edu— 
cated in that way, and have a full apprecia- 
tion of it. The life-force of truth has always 
been that which has had influence upon man- 
kind. Itisto be hoped that neither personal 
fedling nor sectarian and partisan influence will 
be allowed to muddy the clear stream of dis- 
cussion that will soon Begin to flow. The sub- 
ject is one of tremendous importance; it ought 
to have the best judgment and the best scholar- 
ship of the best men, undisturbed by anger, or 
hatred, or jealousy. Therefare already in press 
books that will give to the public great food for 
reflection and there are others preparing, I be- 
lieve, however, tnat God in His providence is 
raising up great moral influences in the world at 
large, which will give to another generation a 
higuer standpoint, a clearer vision, and a sounder 
belief. 

BELIEFS CLASSIFIED. 

. Q.—How would you classify the views on the 
subject of future destiny that are generally 
held! 0 

Mr. Beecher— There are the Annihilationists, 
the Restorationists, the Universalists, and the 
two forms of orthodoxy. The Annihilationists 
believe that men are by nature immortal, that 
allanen perish except those whom Christ gives, 
through faith in Him, the gift of eternal life. 
The Restorationigts believe in an indefinite de- 
gree of disciplinary suffering in the other life, 
which in the end will be biessed to the restora- 
tion of all souls to purity and Heaven. 
The Untiversalists hold that at death the 
spiritual gonditions which meet the outgoing 
soul are such as entirely to transform it and 
bring it into a new sphere of life and peace. The 
orthodox of the pid school believe in the eter- 
nity of conscious suffering on the part of the 
finaliv impenitent. Then there is a large section 

of orthodox who hold the belief that probation 
does not cease at death; but that, further than 
this, whether it is the annihilation of some and 
the restoration of some they do not undertake 
to sav; itis a point on which no positive light 
bas been thrown bv Scripture. They may be 
said to teach that men will suffer as long as thev 
sin, but they do not feel at liberty to say that 
men will sin forever; thev hold that the New 
Testament teaches, certainly, no such doctrine 
as that men will continue to sm forever who go 
out of this life impenitent sinners. 

().—Have you observed that many good men 


irreverence of many passages in your sermon 
on ** The Background of History!” 

Mr. Beecher—That which is irreverent to one 
man is not irreverent to another. Certainly my 
spirit Was not irreverent. The intensity of the 
expressions was but a faint measure Of the in- 
tensity of my feelings. and the whole dritt of 
the sermon, as well as the whole drift of my 
nature, was to magnify and not to minily moral 
influences; to present tothe hearts of men a 
more glorious and not a less influential view of 
the divine nature and divine adminisirations.

OBSOLETE COINAGE, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Curcaao, Jan. 22.—Some honest people have 
said to me, ** What do you mean by saying that 
Congress struck out half our coin when it de- 
monetized silver! Did you ever see a silver 
doilar in cireulation? Were there any in exist- 
ence before the War? When we borrowed 
money and agreed to pay in coin did not that 
mean to pay in gold?’ The answer is casy. 
From 1776 to 18384 we had nothing but silver. 
The Secretary of the Treasury reported in De- 
cemberS1823, that there had then been less than 
twelve millions of gold minted, and that there 
was not a gold piece left in the country. In 
1834 Congress clipped 6 per cent from the gold 
coins, and then gold and silver staid ona par 
for sixteen years. The California mines lowered 
the value of gold, and then silver disappeared. 
Congress did not alter the silver dollar, which | 
from 1776 to 1873 was the legal-tender unit and 
issued half dollars, 
with 6 per cent less silver in them, Aud, of 
course, all silver dollars were hoardedg soid, or 


retninted. 
in 1882, et seg., we borrowed our war monev. 
In 1859 we agreed to vay the bonds in 
meaning the gold dnd silver legal-tender coins, 
as previously provided for by law. If you say 
that the Government had no right to pay in 
silver dollars because there were at that time no 
silver dollars in circulation, yon must also say 
it shouid only pay in the actual gold coius 
which were at that time in cirewlation. 
Circulation, forsooth! There was neither 
gold nor sflve. iu circulation, and never has been 
in this country to any considerable extent. A- 
most the whole business of the country has 
been done in paper and bank bills. 
The ob, ection logically leads to this result, 
togwit: that resumption must be made in the 
exact coins that were extant at the time we bor- 
rowed the money in 1562, c sey. Now what 
were those? You say there were no silver dol- 
lars. What were thev? 
There are no statistics to show, but the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court says, in 14th Wallace, 
that, at the tune We suspended specie payments, 
Government was using $1,000,000 per day, and 
that if all the coin in the eouhtry had been 
pured ‘nto the lap of the Treasury from every 
“source there was not specie enough in the 
country to supply the Government for ninety days. 
The Supreme Court thus estimates the coih 
then inthe United States at 290,000,000. Your 
argument leads to the conclusion that the spirit 
of our agreement is to resume specie payment 
in January, 1879, of a public debt of which 
mote than $400,000,000 have already matured, 
and are limited to the use of the $50,000,000 in 
existence when we borrowed the money. 
The whole question is utterly dDelitt-cd by the 
dea that actual coin in existence in 1862 was 
the only legul-tender on resuming; and there 
is no good reason for considering the actual 
bulk, or weight, or presence of either gold or 
silver—neither of them will be actuallv handled 
in large transactions. Silver men ciaim merely 
the right to handle and use and pay either coin at 
pleasure. “er 
Assuming that no fair-minded man will deny, 
upon full investigation, that the debtor has a 
right to pay according to the letter of his agree- 
ment. and that every kind of chin authorized 
by our laws as legal-tender should have been at 
ence minted, in view of resumption, I contend 
that the debasing law of 1873 should he re- 
pealed, and the old halves, quarters, and dimes 
restored to real fractions of the honest standard 
doliar. It.is auestionable whether the act of 
83 excludes this honest coimape, for it limits 
only the small silver coins issued in conform- 
ity with this law to legal-tender for $5. 
think a fair construction of ail the laws taken 
together would permit the Treasurer to recoin 
small silver of the full value, and but for the 
laws of 1873-4 they would be a full legal-tender 
for any amount. 
„% Absurd!“ do you say, to talk of paving 
Government bonds in dimes‘? Extraordipvary 
occasions call for extraordinary remedies. No 
one can complain if these extraordinary reme- 
dies are legal. Until the fifty-sixth of George 
III. silver was legal-tender in Fug land concur- 
rently with gold, and omthe 25th of February, 
1707, the Bank of Engiand paid its notes in 
SILVER SIXPENCES. 
When England resumed in 1521 did she ask, 
What was the opinion of the creditor when he 
loaned the monev! Shell we limit ourselves to 
particular coin which 
chaaced to be in most general use at the time 
we made our debt! The British Lion was not 
so scruvulons. He did not even agree to pay at 
first in any kind of cows. The att of February, 
1820, provided that resumption ‘should be com- 
men in bullion, and that legal-tenders should 
be of bullion until May 1, 1 in quantities not 
less than sixty ounces of gold, and thereafter in 
gold coin. 
It seems to me the narrowest and most saper- 
ficial kind of “sticking in the bark” to deny

In the awiul panic of #825, when England was 
shaken to its foundations by the rnin of thou- 
sands, the fires of the incendiary, and the 
slaughter and execution of hundreds of her 
rioters, the mint coined 150,000 sovreigns per 
day. 

Repeal the odious and fraudulent laws which 
have made us the prey of the money-changers 
and start ali our mints at ver, and the Ist 
of January, 1879, will find us ready, able, and 
willing to resume specie payments according to 
the very letter of our bonds. 

When we have the builion and coin ready. 
nobody will call for it, aud the convertible 
paper will again do the work of this land, as it 
must of every civilized commercial country on 
the globe.

THE INQUEST. 

Coroner Dietzsch held an inquest yesterda 
afternoon at Twenty- second Street Police Statio 
on Hugh McConville, who was wantonly butche 
last Saturday by a rabid young anima! having th 
shape of a haman being named Jeremiah Connoliy 
aided by one Sherry, his companion, ina night’ 
spree. The main facts of the case have alread 
been presented to the readers of Tux Triecne, 
the assassination, the search, and the arrest of th 
murderers. It only remained for the Coroner an 
twelve good and true men to investigate the fact 
in a lege] way. and render a verdict. 

After the formal inspection of the remains of th 
murdered man the jury came to the station toe 
amine witness¢s. A large crowd assembled, an 
much interest was manifested in the proceedings. 
The prisoners were given seats in front of the jur 
Sherry, the elder of the pair, had some traces of 
civilization in his lineaments, and looked writ 
fellow who could be trained into something better 
than aslaughterer. ‘ihe younger one—the assassi 
Connolly—is simply a young desperado, evidentl 
a product of generations of ignorance, starvation, 
neglect. Pout:whisky into an orang-outang, and 
he would in al likelihood behave as this wild Lrish- 
man has done, If he had any consciousness of the 
terrible thing he had done it certainly was not re- 
flected in his dull, brutish countenance. 

The entire afternoon was occupied in examining 
witnesses, whose statements were merely a repet}- 
tion in detail of the facts already published, show- 
ing that the two young savages had been roaming 
around the Sonth Side, like roaring lions, seeking 
whom they might devour. A very brief summary 
of the testimony will be sufficient, up to the poiat 
when Sherry made a clean breast of rt, and left 


nothing to be needed in the shape of proof. 
THE WITNESSES. 

Peter A. Kippen, a car-conductor, recognized 
the prisoners 4s two men who rode with him from 
Sixteenth to Thirty-fourth streets, 

James Donegan, a cattle-shipper. testified that 
he had been assaulted Dy the two men in front of 
Smith’s meat-market. Sherry struck him on the 
head with something like a slung-shot, and he ran 
into the market. The two men followed him, 385 
Sherry scizedf& chopper and brandished it, Whle 
Connolly grabbed a huge knife from the block. 
Donegan fully identified the two men. 

Peter Schmidt, the market-man, corroborated 
the testimony of Mr. Donegan in all important 
particulars. 

Jacob Kapka, a bricklayer, testified that the 
prisoners, whom he identified, met him on State 
strect Saturday evening, aud wanted to kill him. 
He saw a knife in the hand of 48 

William Slater told how these boisterous fel- 
lows aseaulted him on the same eveniny, Connolly 
making a lunge at him and saying he would make 
mince-meat ont of him. | 

Mre. Morgaret Parker met the pair on State 
street that evening. Connolly put his hands round 
her neck, kicked her dog, swore, and threatened to 
do away withany son of man who dared to inter- 
feie with him. She ran into a saloon for protec- 
tion, and there heard that a man had been stabbed. 
Mrs. Parker also identified the men. 

ROSE M’CONVILLE, 

the niece of the murdered man, was then sworn. 
She raid: My aunt had been sick for two weeks 
of dilious fever, and my studies prevented me from 
seeing her till4 o'clock on Saturday afternoon, when 
I went to a friend's house to return a book | had 
borrowed. At half past 4 1 started to aunt's. 
and staid thére till half-past 7. My uncle said if 
I would wait he would go with me, and I waited 
till about half- past 8, and left with my uncte. 
We walked down Thirty-seventh street, past the 
alley way between Burnside and Butterfield 
streets, and had cot about three yards past it—me 
on the outside with a shawl over my hat. for it 
was raining—when two chaps came up. The 
larger one I recognize |Sherry|. lie cuffed me 
about the head, cursed. and used abusive 
language which I can't repeat. I cried 
oft, and my uncle went to the man and asked him 
What he was doing that for. Then! ran and called 
my uneie to follow. Me did not come. I was dis- 
tant from him six or seven yards. I saw nothing, 
only heard a noise like quarreling, which went on 
about three minutes. en | crossed to the mid- 
dle of the street when my uncle cried out. Mur- 
der, murder, I'm stabbed.’ The men then ran 
away. I met my uncle who came forward, sav- 
ing, ‘I'm stabbed, send for a doctor. A young 
man came up from State street, but he didn't come 
near us. There was nobody near besides these two 
men at the time of the quarreling. 

Several other witnesses were examined, and 
their testimony Was simply a repetition of that 
which showed that the two men were roving around 
the streets ineulting every man and woman they 
bappened to meet. 

bomas Boyce, who lives at No. 215 Lowe ave- 
nue, testified that Connolly boarded with him for 
about three weeks; that he came home on Satur- 
day evening saying he had been chased; that he 
(Connolly) had had a fuss with a man on State 
street, and had stabbed him so that he didn't think 
the man would recover. Connolly was very drunk. 
He admitted that he had pone the knife he 
stabbed the man with from a butcher's block. 


SHERRY. ) 
Capt. Hood here told the Coroner that one of the 
prisoners, Sherry, was willing io make a state 
ment. Connolly was sent down to his cell, and 
Sherry, after being instructed by the Coroner that 
he need not say anything unless of his own free 
will, sat down on a chair, and made the following 
statement: | 
My name is Geo Sherry. Me and this ‘ere 
young fellow got paid off on Saturday morning, so 
we hada few drinks at Cooney's place, on Lowe 
avenue, and then we dressed up and started down 
about 11 o’¢lock. We got pretty full, and go we 
came alone up State street, and got on the car 
about the Palmer House, and got off at Thirty- 
fourth street. We went to a saloon and had a 
game of with some girls,—I don't know 
who they were, —and staid along there till dusk, 
ew what I was doing, but Connolly 
was wild. I have only known him for three weeks, 
I have been working in Hutchinson's and others, 
and then with this ere Boyce. After we left the 
saioon we met that ere man that made the state- 
ment about me hitting him. He was oommng down 
and Connolly went for him. 1 confess I did hit 
him, but net-with aslang-shot. I hit him with my 
fist, and ha ran into the butcher-shop. Connolly 
whs looking around and I 7 up a chuck iron. 
and that ere man went out the back way. Con- 
nolly took a knife off the block. So we went 
along up street, I dont know exactly where, and 
we met agir' anda man coming along. s ‘ere 
— was like a wild man, and tackled 
everybody, and 1 couldn't stop bim. The 
young girl was along with this man. Connolly 
poiled out a knife, and he says, You —|— —, 
what do you want?” Then he made a dig 
with the knife. I went and took the 
pushed her out of the way, and made a 
knife, and drawed the knife ont of his hands, aud 
cut him.

ACADEMY OF SCIENCES. 
THE ANNUAL MEETING 
of the Academy of Sciences was held last evening, 
and the attendance of members was unusually 
large. President Blatchford occupied the chair. 

The Committee on Membership reported favora- 
bly on Mr. A. N. Eddy and the Rev. Arthur Swa- 
zey, and they were elected. 

The Librarian, 8. H. Peabody, reported that the 
library, in some respects, —notably in series of pab- 
lications of foreign societies, —was richer than be- 
fore the fre. It now contained about 700 bound 
volumes, 900 unbound, and 1,000 pamphlets. 
During the year 11 bound volumes, 100 unbound, 
and 72 pamphlets had been received from foreign 
sources, and 22 bound volumes, 52 unbound, and 
116 pamp hicts, from American sources. 


As Curator of the Museum, Mr. Peabody reported 


the specimens received during the vear, particular 
mention being made of those sent from Florida by 
Dr. J. W. Velie and Mr. W. W. Calkins, which 
were very valuable. Much labor had been expend- 
ed upon the collections to make them more useful 
and interesting to students and visitors. 

Dr. Walker, on behalf of the ‘trustees, made a 
report, which showed the balance Jan. 1. 1877, 
was $399. 24, the receipts $7, 064.34, the expendi- 
tures $6, 819. 76, and the valance on hand $144. 58. 
Thirty-eight members paid their dues in 1877; 
nineteen were delinquent, and three had been 
elected since, the total membership on the Treas- 
urer’s books being dfty-five. 

PRESIDENT BLATCHFORD 

then read his report, giving a brief review of tne 
work of the past year. The number of, specimens 
now possessed is: Mammals, 06; birds, mounted, 
765; skins, 1,340; Ovlogy, eggs, 1,800; nests, 
75: fishes, mounted. 101; unfinished, 76; rep- 
tiles, 51; crustaceans, 50; corals, 300; shelis, 15, - 
000: insects, 6, 000; skeletons, 5; casts, 150; epec- 
imene, botanical, 2, 300; minerological, 500; paleon- 
tological, 1, 200; archwo)ogical (pottery. 120; flints, 
150), 270; total, 30. 040. The prominent mammais 
of North America were represented, and of birds 
there were speciments of all orders but the 
ostrich, and most of the families of North Amer- 
ica. ‘There was a fair representation of the fresh- 
water fishes of the country, also a good collection 
shells, and nearly a complete collection of Florida 
corals. During the year twenty-one papers had 
been read, anda marked increase in the interest 
and value of the monthly meetings wus recognized. 
In o-der to develop the interest more fully it was 
essential that all members working in special lines 
of investigation should give the Academy 
some of the results of their study. He 
then alluded to what had been  accom- 
plished by scientists in the last year in 
the fields of astronomy, electricity, chemistry, 
geology, etc., touching upon the advantage of 
these pursuits. Chicago wasa favorable location 
for the prosecution of such a taste, the region 
around it furnishing one of the richest fields in 
the country for the collection of natural history 
specimens. The Academy was an educational in- 
stitution, in fall sympathy with the schools and 
colleges, and ever reudy to aid in any investiga- 
tious or to distribute specimens from its collec- 
tions. The museum, in connection with the 
liorary, furnished to the student all appliances 
necessary for investigation. It was close obser- 
vation and careful comparison which was giving to 
the study of natural science its rightful place as a 
means of mental discipline. Would not this 
thorough study, if it were the rule rather than as 
oftentimes the exception, devolop the unity and 
harmony between all departments of truth? 
Should we not hear less of the antago- 
nisin between science and revealed religion if 
the defenders of each thoroughly investigated and 
fully comprenended the related truths? [Ap- 
plause.] They knew of the uneelfish work of the 
Academy, what it had Accomplished during the 
twenty years of its existence for the city, the 
State, and the whole Northwest. It was now in 
pressipg want of what the citizen could give. A 
tithe of what Chicago had given them wouid place 
the institution upon a basis strong and enduring. 
here was no monument one could raise to one's 
memory so honorable, so beneficent, as to connect 
oneself with such an organization. In conclusion, 
he spoke feelingly of the members who had passed 
away, and of their work.

THE STURGES CASE. 
AN ADVERSE DECISION. 

Yesterday afternoon, Monroe, Bisbee & Ball, 
counsel for dack Sturges, received from Ottawa 
the decision of the Supreme Court affirming the 
judgment of the Court below in the famous case 
of Sturges vs. The Boardof Trade. The decision 
is a very brief one, not quite dling two pages of 
legalcap. It begins with a recital of the cause. 
In Octoder, 1874, Sturges engineered a corner in 
corp. He was not the first engineer who was 
hoisted by his own petard. The corner broke, and 
„Jack broke with it. The other fellows 
clamored for their diffeggnces. Ile refused to pay, 
and a motion was made to expel him 
from the Board. While a ballot was 
being taken he applied. to Judge Williams 
tor an injunction restraining any further proceed- 
ings, and particularly prohibitiug the canvassing 
of the vote. It was temporarily granted. The 
Boara of Trade movedto have the injunction set 
aside, and, on the hearing of the cause, Judge 
Willame dissolved it. Sturges next made applica- 
tion to Judge McAllister, then a member of the 
Supreme Court, for a supersedeas, which he grant- 
ed, thus bringing the matter squarcly before that 
Court. For over three years it nas slumbered at 
Ottawa, to be resurrected two days ago. All this 
time Sturces exercised the rights and privileges 
of membersaip m the Board. Judge Vickey, 
in delivering the opinion of the Court, de- 
cided that the decree of the Court below 
be affirmed, and, following the precedent estab- 
lished in the case of Baxter ve. Tne Board of Trade, 
the plaintiff was not entitled to any remedy through 
a Court of Chancery, but, if he have one. he must 
proceed by way of mandamas. The Court did not 
touch on the merits of the case. 

The next step in the drama must be taken by the 
Board of Trade. It may proceed to officially de- 
clare the vote taken three years ago., which stood 
657 to 280 in favor Of expuision, or it may com- 
mence a similar proceeding inde novo. After being 
ousted, Sturges, if he see fit, can petition for a man- 
du mus for rehabilitation, and this, in ail probability, 
he will do. in the case of Rice vs. The Board of 
Trade, via the mandamus line, the Supreme Court 
decided that it would not lie, as tne Board of 
Trade was a voluntary organization, like the Good 
Templars, Masons, or a church, and had full 
power to discipline its members for infraction of 
its rules and regulations without the interference 
of any court whatever. This decision does not 
meet with favor in many quarters, as there is a 
great difference between the opjects and work of 
the Board of Trade and those of the organizations 
named, and the opinion prevails that, should the 
question be again presented to the Court on a 
mandamus proceeding, it will review and revise its 
former decree,

STATE SAVINGS. 

The depositors in the State Savings Institution 
are gradually waking up to the idea that Judge Otis 
does mean to pay them a 10 per cent dividend be- 
fore long.

His collec- 
tions yesterday amounted to $20,000, whica 
amount was paid in by people who had made loans 
of the bank. The loans had become due, and it 
oceurred to them that it would be more profitable 
to pay up and make new loans outside, if they 
chose. at 8 per cent interest, than to continue 
paying 10 to the bank. The Judge only hopes 
there will be many more who are like-minded.

Receiver of the Beehive, has one of his assistants 
engaged in making up claims for the return of 
about $1,500 paid 17 the Internal Revenue De- 
partment as takes. This tax. the Receiver clatms, 
was improperly assessed, and the money should be 
refunded.
